These bonds are usually so arranged 
that part of the issue is paid off each 
year, although, sometimes, they are is- 
gued subject to redemption at. maturity 
by the proceeds of a sinking fund, In 
either case the security, ample at the 
outset, increases proportionally with the 
reduction in obligations outstanding 
againat it. The above method of pro- 
curing equipment and of issuing mort- 
#age bonds therech is known as the 
“Philadelphia plan,” and is the method 
naually followed in Canada. The other 
plan is where the railroad issues the 
bond as ita direct obligation, while under 
the Philadelphia plan the railroad is 
liable only as guarantor of the bonds. 
There ia alwaya provision, of course, that | 
the bonds cannot be issued until the | 
rolling stock is delivered from the mak- 
ers. Just this summor a large Canadian 
equipment issue waa purchased by a bond 
firm and could only be put out on the 
market in small quantities, owing to the 
fact that the construction and delivery 
of the equipment was delayed.

About the Magiciait~of the Polic« 
Laboratory. - 


It is not at New Scotland Yard 
with its clever brains and ita won 
derful machinery, that detective 
skill attains its deadliest perfec 
tion, but in the laboratory, where 
the magician of the test-tube an 
the re-age bottle draws round the 
poisoner a net from which there 1 
no escape, says London Answers. 

It is magic, nothing less, this de 
tective work of the laboratory. 
Think for a moment of thagstupen 
dous problems with which the 
chemical expert has to deal. 

It is suspected that a man ha: 
been poisoned ; his duty is to deter 
mine what was the precise agen 
of death, and what was the dos 
administered. The poison mays 
come from the whole demain of the 
vegetable an! animal kingdoms. 
and it must be traced and proved 
| to the last lethal fraction of « 
grain. 

Of strychnine half a grain is a 
fatal dose; and before death thi 
minute quantity has become min; 
gled with pvery tissue of the body, 
which weighs, let us say, a hun 
dredweight and a half. Of arsenic, 
two and a half grains may end ¢ 
human life; a sixteenth of a grair 
of prussic acid has proved fatal t 
man. And there are many poison: 
of which a deadly dose is smalie 
still. 

It seems inconceivable that ever 
chemical magic can discover such 
linfinitesimal quantities of poisor 
| distributed over a body, especially 
when, as often happens, that beady 
may have been lying months under 
ground. 

But the chemist smiles at such 
difficulties. 
| If the poison is there, he knows 
that h‘s skill will reveal the. most 
i microscopic trace of it. If there is 
, but one twenty-thousandth part of 
a grain of opium, for example, & 
few drops of iodic acid will infalli- 
bly detect it by changing the solu- 
tion containing it to a beautiful 
blue color. Similarly, chloride of 
| zine will reveal morphia by a trans- 
formation to green. 

Let us take an imaginary case 
for the purpose of illustration. 
Poison is suspected, but there is 
nothing whatever to suggest in any 
way which poison it is. The first 
step of the analysis is to place the 
stomach of the victim, with its con- 
tents, into alcohol, and leave it 
there for forty-eight hours. 

The spirit is now carefully pour- 
ed off and filtered, and the liquid 
and residue are ready for further 
examination. The residue is now 
treated by alcohol and tartaric 
acid, allowed to cool, and once 
more is filtered. 

The solution thus obtained is 
shaken up first with ether, then

It is curious to see how the great 
animal world is in many ways a 
faithful reflection of our own—or is 
it the other way about? At any 
rate we find that in the anima! 
world some babies are extremely 
well and carefully looked after and 
some have to shift at once for them- 
selves. And, as with us, it depends 
on the size of the family. 

The turbot, for instance, pro- 
duces 15,000,000 eggs a year. And 
we find that in the heart of Mrs. 
Turbot, eays the Lordon Evening 
Stardard, reporting the lecture of 
Dr. Chalmers Mitchell at the Roy- 
al Institute, there is about as much 
maternal instinct as you would get 
out of a pebble. All these 15,000,- 
000 olive branches, so to speak, 
cause not the slightest flutter of 
pride or affection or anxicty in the 
maternal breast. 


ELEPHANTS’ AFFECTION. 


This unnatural mother is among 
the most prolific of all mothers in 
the animal world. At the other 
end of the scale we have the ele- 
phant, and see ationce how etrong

Question of Precedence at Black 
Courts.

Cameroons and the French Congo 
to set up a stone on the grave of 
Lieut. Boyd Alexander, to whom 
she had been engaged, told how she 
had travelled close on 4,000 miles 
in Africa, chiefly on foot and horse- 
back, penetrating to many spots 
which no white feet had ever trod 
before, says the London Daily 
Mail. 

What struck one in her gossiping 
account of her travels was that hu- 
manity is very much the same be- 
neath the surface all over the 
world. A native sultan’s court, 
she said, reminded her very much 
of a European monarch’s. The 
court officials had much the same 
apportionment of duties and quar- 
relled about precedence in the same 
way 

Black belles wear false tails of 
hair and pads to make their own 
appear more luxuriant.

NO BRASS BANDS IN ARMY. 


Definite Proposal That They Shall 
All be Abolished. 


A despatch from London says: 
The British army without a brass 
band—such is the doleful prophecy 
of the Pall Mall Gazette. It says 
that a definite proposal has been 
brought forward that all the brass 
bands of the army, except those 
of the Guards regiments, shall be 
abolished, and that the sole music 
provided for the future shal] be 
that of the drums and fifes and 
' bugles, with the pipers for the Scot- 
tish regiments. 

Some years ago fresh regulations 
were made as to the maintenance 
of regimental bands. The cost of 
them fell entirely on the officers. 
The new regulations threw some of 
the expense on the public purse. 
But even now it is consideredf that 
in a modern, business army the 
officers should not be liable to this 
kind of expenditure. 

Every officer to-day has to sub- 
scribe one day’s pay a year to sup- 
port his regimental band, and that 
does not cover all his expenses in 
the matter. Take the case of the 
Royal Artillery band. The public 
grant is 84,500 a year, and the of- 
ficers of the regiment are called 
upon to provide a further sum of 
some $15,000 annually to maintain 
their splendid string band. 

The suggestion is that if the War 
Office put an end to this tax on the 
officers as not being in the best in- 
terests of ‘the service the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer is not likely 
to provide the whole cost of the 
military brass bands out of the 
public purse. And a veteran re- 
cruiting sergeant who catches his 
men by the National Gallery de- 
clares that the abolition of the 
bands will pretty well ruin his 
business.

He was much impressed 
with the manner in which newepaper 
editors of many of the cities and towns 
of the United States had interested 
themselves personally in the work of

Trying Experience on Railway 
Between Belleville and Madoc 


A despatch to the Globe from Belle- 
ville. dated Feb, 12, says: The most se- 
vere and prolonged cold snap experien- 
ced here in many years ended to-day, 
All lines of travel are badly drifted and 
communication is irregular. The 
most severe experience was on a train 
which | ft here on Friday for Maduoc, 
twentv-~ix miles distant. A strong 
north- westerly wind was blowing, and 
there was much drifting. After much 
difficulty the train reached a point 
one mile north of West Huntingdon 
station, where it was forced to come 
to a standstill, and all efforts to move 
it proved futile. It was firmly stalled 
in a drift, and remained there about 
thirty-six hours before relief was ob- 
tained. On the train were five women 
and three babies, one of the latter be- 
ing ill, Dr. Harper. of Madoc, and a 
few others. All there was to eat were 
some soda biscuits, on which the first 
meal was made. It was fortunate 
that a physician was on board to at- 
tend to the little one who was sick, 
and by the aid of some stimulant the 
child survived. 

On Friday afternoon Dr. Harper, 
Percy Tummon and Charles Moore, 
mail clerk, started ont to obtain vict- 
nals. The nearest farmhouse across 
the flelds was about a mile, but it was 
found imporsible to reach it without 
snowshoes. The party then walked 
down the track for ahout a mile, 
and after much difficulty and en- 
during severe cold reached a farm- 
house. There they were provided ! 
with a meal, the first in several hours, | 
and also given refreshments in abund- 
ance for those who were on the train. 
The track was in such condition that 
the party were gone scme hours, |

Even delicate glass can be safe- 
ly washed in very hot water if slip- 
ped in edgewise. 

Mutton-tea is a pleasant change 
from beef tea to many invalids, and 
is very wholesome. : 

Insects like neither salt nor alum 
and enough adheres to the carpet 
to keep them away. 

If feather pillows have an un- 
pleasant odor give them a thorough 
drying before a clear fire. 

A piece of salt pork cut thin and 
bound on a corn or bunion at night 
will give great relief. 

Never keep bread and cake in the 
same box, as the cake loses its 
flavor and tastes like bread. 

Rice possesses more nutriment

Burning oil is spread by water.

The idea is to pre- 
vent the oil spreading. 

You may keep the top of your 
kitchen range clean when frying 
steak, etc., by having two sheets 
of asbestos prepared as covers. 

Clotheslines and pegs will last 
much longer if*they get boiled for 
ten minutes when new.

It is not generally known, but to 
prevent cakes from burning, place 
a little bran at the bottom of the 
tins. This will save a lot of grumb- 
ling ‘and vexation. 

Many women put paper pads un- 
der the stair carpet, and layers of 
thick brown paper under room car- 
pets. These underlays cost nothing, 
and can, therefore, be burnt instead 
of beaten and beaten and re-used 
as a felt has to be. 

Before relaying the carpets after 
the spring cleaning try washing 
around the edge of the floor to the 
depth of a yard from the baseboard 
with a strong solution of alum 
water. Several times a month 
sprinkle salt over the carpet before 
sweeping. 

For a liquid shampoo take four 
ounces of finely grated castile soap, 
cover with a quart of cold water, 
let cook until it forms a jelly. Take 
from the fire and add two thorough- 
ly beaten eggs; shake well, and it 
is ready for use. 


For coughs, put a lemon in the 
oven, leave it until warmed 
through, then squeeze out the 
juice, and add sufficient honey or 
sugar to make a thick syrup. Keep 
it warm, and take a teaspoonful 
when the cough is troublesome. 


Buy a strip of asbestos cloth and 
use small squares to interline your 
iron-holders. Keep a good-sized 
piece fastened to your ironing board 
to save the sheet, and lay a square 
under the table pad where the meat 
platter rests. 

To prevent a shabby, dull look 
coming to the kitchen painted wood- 
work, wash it in bran water, made 
by boiling one pound of bran in a 
gallon of water fdr an hour. 

Hard water is softened by having 
a little powder lime put in, which 
at once throws down the chalk in 
it. The clear fluid can then be 
boiled without risk of furring pot 


by being brushed with flour of sul- 
phur, moistened with lemon juice. 
Rinse the hat well with clear, cold 
water, but do not let it lie in water 
and soak. 

Equal parts of turpentine and 
ammonia will take paint out of 
clothing, even if hard and dry. Sat- 
urate the spot as often as neces- 
sary and wash off the spot with 
warm soapy water. 

To iron silk sprinkle the article 
to be ironed with water, then rol! 
them tightly in a towel. After this 
it is easy to iron out the creases.

lesson VII. The ministry of John 
the Baptist, Mark 1. 1-8; Luke 3. 
1-20. Golden Text, Matt. 3. » B 


MARK 1. 1-8. 

Verse 1. Mark does not concern 
himself with the earlier life of 
Jesus, but proceeds at ogce with 
the narrative of his public ministry 
and preaching, to which he refers 
as The beginning of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. The proclamation of 
that gospel (glad tidings) continued 
even after the Christ was no longer 
among men. It began with the ut- 
terances that fell from ‘the lips of 
Jesus himself. The use of the dou- 
ble name Jesus Christ indicates the 
established faith of the writer in 
Jesus as the Messiah, which faith 
is further defined by the addition 
of the phrase the Son of God. 

2. In Isaiah the prophet—Only 
the substance of verse 3, not that of 
verse 2,38 found in Isaiah (40. 3). 
The reference to my messenger is 
taken from Malachi 3. 1, a prophecy 
which was applied by Jesus himself 
to John the Baptist. 

3. The voice of one crying in the 
wilderness—The figure in this in- 
stance, as in the prophecy of Mala- 
chi, is that of a forerunner sent by 
an Oriental monarch in advance of 
his journeys*‘to see to it that roads 
and highways are cleared of ob- 
stacles and prepared for his use. 
“4. John came heralding in the 
wilderness the coming of One great- 
er than an Oriental monarch, and 
preparing human hearts and minds 
to receive the Christ by the preach- 
ing of repentance unto remission 
of sins. 

5. All the country—Multitudes of 
the inhabitants from all parts of 
Judaea. The appearance of this 
new prophet stirred the whole na- 
tion. Luke specifies publicans and 
soldiers and Matthew Pharisces and 
Sadducees as being among those 
who went out to the river Jordan 
to hear John preach. 

6. Camel’s hair... a leathern 
girdle—A short tunic of coarse 
eamel’s hair cloth (not of camel's 
skin), fastened about the waist with 
a girdle of corresponding simpli- 
city, made probably of rough, un- 
tanned leather and like those worn 
-by Bedouins and dervishes to-day. 

Locusts, . . wild honey—Food 
such as the desert afforded. In 
Lev. 11. 22 we find enumerated the 
species of wild locusts, the eating 
of which is permitted by law. 

7. Mightier than I-—So much 
mightier that John feels himself un- 
worthy to render the service of a 
bondservant or slave. 

Worthy—Greek, sufficient. 

8. Water . . . Holy Spirit—The 
contrast gives us the key to John’s 
humility. John’s baptism unto re- 
pentance was in itself incomplete, 
even as repentance itself is incom- 
plete and must be supplemented by 
ithe control of new impulses and 
aspirations (compare the parable 
in Matt. 12. 43-45.) 

LUKE 3. 1-20. 

Verse I.” The fifteenth year—Pro- 
bably A. D. 25-26, reckoning A. D.

Important Reforms Have Already 
Been Introduced in the Navy 
By Him. 


Young Winston Churchill is being 
taken seriously by a large part of 
the British press and public, writes 
a London correspondent: “This tri- 
bute to his ability has 
time coming, but apparently many 
who were disposed to criticize his 
methods and temperament are now 
of the opinion that he has a certain 
force, which is being used for the 
good of the nation. 

The change in public opinion in 
the matter has been sudden. 
month or two ago Mr. Churchill was 
merely a bad boy hardly worthy of 
adult notice except in the way of ad- 
monition. The public would not 
forget a certain reported music hall 
episode of his early youth or the 
Sidney Street affair during his ser- 
vice as Home Secretary, when un- 
der his personal direction a body of 
troops and a considerable portion 


of the Metropolitan Police laid siege | 


to a London tenement in which two 
alleged murderers were supposed 
to be hiding. 

There was plenty of encourage- 
ment given to the public not to for- 
get. Even now music hall come- 
dians have fun with the young man. 
They parody Sir Joseph Porter’s 
song from ‘‘Pinafore’’ with Mr. 
Churchill in Sir Joseph's place as 
First Lord’ of the Admiralty, ‘‘the 
ruler of the King’s navee.’’ ‘‘Win- 
nie,’’ they call him, and the audi- 
ences always laugh. 
known peculiarities of Mr. Church- 
ill escapes mention. 


MEANING OF THE CHANGE. 


There was a-good deal of adverse 
comment when Mr. Churchill be- 
came Home Secretary in the As- 
quith Ministry. The Opposition 
newspapers refused to take him ser- 
iously. When he traded Cabinet 
places with Mr. McKenna, then 
First ‘Lord of the Admiralty, much 
of the irony that would have been 
uttered by press and public at Mr. 
Churchill’s expense was sidetracked 
in animated discussion of the mean- 
ing of the change. 

There had been danger of war 
with Germany shortly before. That 


the Government had decided that’ 


the fleet needed an overhauling, an 
application of new methods, was 
generally accepted as the underly- 
ing reason. It was argued that the 
Government wanted more push and 
energy in the Admiralty, and that, 
in spite of all that had been éaid 
about him, nobody had push and 
energy developed better than this 
young man, half English, half 
American. The fleet is very dear to 
the average Britisher’s heart, and 
the experiment of putting Winston 
Churchill at the head of the Admir- 
alty was watched with verying de- 
grees of hope and trepidation, 

Mr. Churchill’s first move was to 
have a new deal in the composition 
of the administrative body known as 
the Sea Lords. He appointed new 
men. There was much comment on 
this rather radical move, but on the 
whole it was not in the line of ad- 
verse criticism. 


SURPRISING APPROBATION. 


The recent creation of a naval 
general ctaff has been received with 
a degree of approbation that is sur- 
prisingin view of what amounted to 
a habit in certain quarters to poke 
fun at anything of an administrative 
character for which Mr. Churchill 
was responsible. The general staff 
idea had its opponents, quite as ac- 
tive as its friends, and until Mr. 
Churchill took the bull by the horns 
and announced to the country that a 
general staff was to be created 
without saying ‘‘By vour leave’’ to 
Parliament or anybody else, the op- 
position was in the ascendant. But 
when the thing was done there was 
a chorus of approbation and mighty 
little booing. 

Under his authority as First Lord 
of the Admiralty Mr. Churchil] has 
created an operations division and 
assigned a high ranking officer to 
take charge of it with the title of 
director. Other directors of other 
new divisione were assigned from 
the naval list. 

“The personne! of the War Staff,”’ 
he said in an explanatory memoran- 
dum, ‘‘witl cons‘et of naval officers 
fresh from the sea and returning to 
the eea fairly frequently.” 


ANOTHER REFORM 


is provision for frequent consulta- 
tion and co-operatian between the 
army and the navy in the prepara- 
tion of war plans. 

“The navy and the army,” to 
quote Lord Haldane. the Secretary 
of State for War. ‘‘are now going 
to co-operate in this problem of de- 
fence in a fashion they never did be- 
fore.’’ In his memorandum Mr. 
Chrrchill made it plain that he in- 
tended to do his utmost to abolish 
what he called ‘‘watertight com- 
partments,’’ meaning the establish- 
ment of a bureaucratic system in

KING GEORGE AT WORK. 


| Handling His Correspondence — 


Taking a Recess to Smoke. 


All letters addressed to the King 
and Queen of England are sent 
direct from the gencral post office 
jin London in specially sealed bags 
to whichever of the royal residences 
they are occupying. In the case of 
p Buckingham Palace this bag arrives 
| as a rule just as the King is finish- 
(ing <dlinner. 

It is taken charge of by the secre- 
tary on duty, who opens it and pro- 
ecds to sort out the contents. 
Such letters as will ultimately de- 
mand the personal attention of 
King George are placed before him 
the same night, but it is not often 
that he deals with them at the 
moment, save in matters that will 
not brook delay. 

He glances through them, makes 
a few brief notes upon them, and 
according to a writer, in the Strand 
Magazine, they are then placed un- 
der Jock and key until. he is ready 
for them on the ‘following morning. 

He has barely had time to deal 
with these before the royal break- 
fast is served, and almost simultan- 
eously an even larger bag of corres- 
pondence arrives. The contents 
range from a private communica- 
; tion from the Kaiser or the Czar to 
a letter from some amiable lunatic 
who cons‘ders that his claim to the 
British throne is superior to that of 
King George.

“FRENCH OCTROI SY ‘STEM. 
Cities Exact Dui: oR, Articles 
Brought Within Their Limits? 


There are in France 1,522 cities 
and towns that maintain what is 
known as the octroi, or system of 
local duties assessed upon fowl pro- 
ducts, fuel, building materials, and 
other articles brought for sale and 
consumption within municipal 
limits, 

The system is generally complain- 
ed of as troublesome and annoying 
to the public, as well.as costly to 
administer; but the French muni- 
cipalities have not neen able to de- 
vise any other plan of local taxation 
to replace it, and.the year 1910 wit- 
nessed the adoption of the ectroi by 
nine municipalities which had not 


ipreviously enforced it. 


The whole revenue collected by 
this «vstem in France last year 
amounted to about $60,000,000, of 
which amount food preducts paid 
the greatest amount and mines and 
liquors next. The rates are not the 
same in all cities. Paris has the 
highest rate and collected two- 
thirds a much revenue this way as 
all_tere other towns and cities put 
together. 

At Paris wines and liquors pay 
an octroi duty of about 32 a hee- 
toliter (26 gallons), $9.65 per hecto- 
liter on olive oil, almost a cent a 
pound on beef, $1.15 a ton on coal 
and 48 cents on a cubic meter of fire- 
wood. Asa result, says ‘‘Consular 
and Trade Revorts,’’ most of the 
factories, machine shops, ete., 
which use large quantities of coal, 
metals, wood, and other materials, 
are located outside the walls | of 
Paris, and thus escape the octroi 
contribution. 

The system is especially comment- 
ed upon by owners of vehicles pro- 
pelled by gasoline motors. Gasoline 
costs in Paris 12 cents and outside 
the octroi limits only 8 cents per 
liter, and in passing out through the 
city gates the chauffeur is obliged to 
have his tank inspected and take a 
receipt for its contents. On return- 
ing he is charged on any excess 
above the amdunt taken out.

HWEATING ENGL ISH HOU SES. 


British Isles Have Resisted Modern 
Methods. 


Another time honored British cus- 
tom is being attacked in London, 
the method of heating English 
houses, or rather what protesting, 
half frozen alienehumanity chooses 
to call the method of not heating 
them. 

Somebody started it with the as- 
sertion that influenza and other 
winter complaints in that part of 
the world were due not to the cli- 
mate but to the absence of uniform 
warmth in most of the houses. It 
was pointed out that the cold hall- 
ways and corridors caused the 
trouble. 

Canadians living in England are 
particularly active in the campaign 
of protest. Mrs. Coulson Kennedy, 
who spent. last winter in Canada, 
writes to a newspaper that she was 
never cold in a Canadian house, al- 
though she had @fown the themo- 
meter to go to 40 degrees below 
zero, and on her return to England 
she was ‘‘more than ever convinced 
that people jn England don’ t know 
the first thing about warming 
houses.’’ 

Steam, hot water and hot air 
heating have been adopted very 
generally for hotels and private 
houses on the Continent of Europe, 
but the British Isles have strenu- 
ously resisted any change from the 
methods that have been enforced 
since time immemorial. 

Some Americans resident in Eng- 
land have had modern central heat- 
ing plants installed in their houses, 
but from present indications there 
is no prospect that the propaganda 
for central heating will be success- 
ful. Some of the big hotels and a 
few flat houses are heated by steam 
or hot water, but the tendency is to 
construct new buildings for residen- 
tial purposes with fireplaces for coal 
grates in living rooms, but no ar- 
rangements for eal hallways.

Lord Clarendon, who, the other 
day, gave away his daughter in mar 

riage to Viscount Valletort, is the 
sixth earl, and the son of one of the 
foremost statesmen of the last cen- 
tury. During his long public career 
Lord Clarendon’s father was ambas- 
sador at Madrid, Lord Privy Seal, and 
thrice Secretary of Btate for Foreign 
Affairs. He was also Viceroy of Ire- 
land from 1847 to 1852, a period which 
included the great famine and the 
young Ireland rebellion. 

The present Lord Clarendon has | 
been distinguished as a courtier 
rather than a politician, although as 
long ago as 1869 he waa elected to 
the House of Commons. He only sat 
for a few months, however, before 
being called to the House of Lords by 
the death of his father. Queen Vic- 
toria appointed him a Lord-in-Wait- 
ing in 1895, and in 1900 he succeeded |

Lesson VIII.—The baptism and 
temptation of Jesus, Mark 1. 
9-18, Matt. 4. 1-11. Goldea 
Text, Heb. 2. 15. 


& 
MARK 1. 9-13. 

Verse 9. In those days—While 
John was still baptizing in the 
wilderness, preaching repentance 
and announcing the early advent of 
the Messiah. In Luke’s account 
we are told that Jesus was at this 
time ‘‘about thirty years of age’ 
(3. 23), which was the age appoint- 
ed by law for the inauguration of 
Levites into their office (Num. 4. 
43. 47). 

Nazareth — Compare note on 
verse 23, Text Studies for Febru- 
ary 4. The importance of Nazar- 
eth in the early life of Jesus was 
threefold: (1) It was a secluded vil- 
lage, separated by a range of hills 
from the main high road of traffic, 
and thus afforded opportunity for a 
more quiet and reflective life than 
would have been possible either in 
Jerusalem or Capernaum. (2) At 
the same time the outlook from 
this range of hills above Nazareth 
affo a most wonderful and 
highly educative panoramic view, 
including the main road of inter- 
national trade with its continual 
procession of Jerusalem pilgrims, 
Egyptian and Midianite caravans, 
Roman legions, and princes’ retin- 
ues. Well might the diversified ele- 
ments mingling in such a scene in- 
spire within the mind of a thought- 
ful and especially gifted youth, 
whose heart was open to the best 
and highest influences that come 
from simple outdoor life and rev- 
erent religious training in the home, 
a vision of the transitoriness of 
earthly splendor’and an apprecia- 
tion of the higher values of life. 
Nor could a life philosophy or vis- 
ion of opportunity thus obtained be 
cramped within the narrow bound- 
aries imposed by national prejudic- 
es and traditions. (3) Situated in 
Galilee, the village life of Nazar- 


eth was under the influence of the} & 


simple synagogue form of worship 
rather than that of the temple, 
with it&’ greater emphasis on for- 
mal ritual. - 

In the Jordan—The place of bap- 
tism is not positively known. The 
fourth Gospel speaks of John as 
baptizing in ‘‘Bethabara (or Beth- 
any) beyond Jordan’’; and again 
‘in Aenon, near to Salim’’ (1. 28; 
3. 23). The location of these places 
is, however, uncertain. . :

12. The wilderness—An  unin- 
habited region, not a barren de- 
sert. 

13. Forty days—Perhaps a 
“round number’’ (compare Exod. 
34, 28; 1 Kings 19. 8; Acts 1. 38). 
The temptation is here represented 
as continuing through the entire 


riod. 

Satan—A Hebrew word meaning 
adversary. Compare 1 Chron. 21. 
1; Psa. 109. 6; Matt. 16. 23. In 
the sense here used as the adver- 
sary of mankind its Greek equiva- 
lent is diabolos, meaning devil, the 
word used by both Matthew and 
Luke. 

MATTHEW 4. 1-11. 

Verse 3. Command that these 
stones become bread—The first 
temptation is prompted by physical 
appetite, the suggestion being to 
make use of powers granted for a 
higher purpose in allying the crav- 
ings of hunger.

For either we must 
think of Jesus as exercising his di- 
vine power to accompany and ac- 
commodate Satan, or we must im- 
agine Satan performing the mir- 
acle involved and taking Jesus with 
him by force.

Indeed, the writer to the Hebrews 
tells us definitely that Jesus was 
‘in all points tempted. like as we 
are, yet without sin’’ (Heb. 4. 15).

SCOTCH MARRY EARLY. 


Official Records Show Many Girls 
Wed Before Sixteen. 


That early marriages take place 
frequently in Scotland is proved 
by the annual report of the regis- 
trar-general, recently issued. Here 
are some of the most notable cas- 


One girl of 14 married a man twice 
her age; six married at the age of 
15; fifty-four at the age of 16, in 
three cases the bridegroom being 
a widower; 326 at the age of 17; ten 
girls of 18 married widowers. Of 
the boys who entered matrimony, 
there were: One aged 16 married a 
girl of 15; one of 16 married a girl 
of 16; one aged 16 married a wo- 
man of 21; twenty boys married at 
the age of 17. 

In contrast to these youthful 
partners, there were recorded the 
weddings of a widower of 86 years 
of age, and two others of 78 re- 
marrying, and eight others of over 
70. Most of the latter married 
widows. 

Since the introduction of regis- 
tration, over half a century ago 
irregular marriages in Scotla 
have greatly increased. Of the 30,- 
108 marriages recorded in the year 
under review, 2,015 (or 6.69 per 
cent.) were irregular, the majority 
of them taking place in Glasgow 
and Edinburgh.

HEREDITY AS HE SEES IT. 


Biologist Says Sons. do not Inherit 
Characteristics of Fathers. 


Sons do not inherit personal 
traits and characteristics of their 
fathers, according to statements 
made by Dr. Johannsen, of the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen in an address 
on “‘Inheritance,’’ in Huntington 
Hall, of the Institute of Techno- 
logy, Boston. 

That Tom has inherited his fa- 
ther’s bad habit of smoking, or that 
Harry has inherited his mother’s 
sweet disposition are entire mis- 
conceptions, according to the Den- 
mark biologist. ‘‘That is only tra- 
dition,’ he said. ‘‘It has absolute- 
ly nothing to do with inheritance. 
Inheritance is not the transmission 
of personal characteristics, but 
merely the existence of the same 
constitutional characters in par- 
ents and offspring.’’

ATLANTIC FLYERS. 


British Aviation Expert Says They 
Will be Silent Aeroplanes. 


“People are afraid of aeronau- 
tics, but when the aeroplane is fly- 
ing frequently from town to town 
silence will become imperative.’ 
So says Mervyn O’Gorman, par ak 
intendent of the army aero 
factory at Farnborough, Eng ‘ 
who has turned out the new all- 
British ‘‘silent’’ aeroplane that the 
experta have been demanding. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ he says, 
‘silence is very easy to obtain. 
This machine shows a little step in 
advance. 

‘As far as I know, this is the 
first absolutely silent aeroplane; it 
is silent to this extent, that when 
the wind is blowing strongly from 
it towards you you cannot hear it. 

“A military aviattor who was 
present at our trials remarked 
that there was other machines with 
which he was acquainjed which it 
would not have been safe to have 
gotie up in, in the wind that was 
blowing. I sea no reason why every 
aeroplane which does not employ a 
rotary engine sliould not be silent. 
It is a very simple matter. The 
reason why it has been put in the 
background hitherto is because 
other matters have required more 
attention, but everyone knew that 
the moment for silence would soon 
arrive—at all events on a large 
class of engines. 

‘There is a certain loss of power 
in silencing, but there is no diffi- 
culty about it beyond just a careful 
study of the engine proposition. 
Silence will become very important 
when the confidence that will come 
as soon as the ‘chudders’ have left 
aeronautics has arrived.

The adaptation of form, of color- 
ing and of habits of life to the tondi- 
tions under which that life is to be 
led is perhaps most clearly seen in 
birds. Consider, for instance, those 
familiar summer visitors, the night- 
hawk and the whippoorwill. They 
are members of a family that is 
widely distributed. They are of a 
dull mottled color that matches well 
with the granite ledges on which 
they make their home and on which 
they rear their young. 

They make no nest; the eggs lie 
on the bare rock, and match it so 
well in appearance that they are 
easily mistaken for rounded pebbles 
of the same material.

These shares 
are actively traded in on the London 
market. In the 240 years since they were 
put out, there has been no time at which 
the shareholdere could get their money 
back except by selling their shares to 
others. Offhand, I can think of no bond 
which would not have been redeemed at 
least four times (and a fifth time in 1920) 
during that period.
